Germany and Rumania 

DUMANtA’S TRADE AGREEMENT 
** with Germany, So viet Ruaala's failur e 
fa " frighten Finland Into submission, tie" 
gether with King Carol’a warning to Joaef 
Stalin that Bessarabia "will always remain 
Rumanian by the force of our arm*,” furnish 
ait Interesting background for the aaaertion 
from Washington today that Germany Is 
paying for continued supplies of oil with 
bombing and pursuit plane*, anti-tank guns 
and other munitions for Rumania’s farces. 

It will be recalled that the Buchareat 
government wrote Into Its trade agreement 
with Berlin It* consent lo allow the lei to be 
valued at 50 to the Reichsmark, instead of 
the previous rate of 40. TMs has increased 
Germany’s buying power In Rumania, where 
Ole Reich, of course, has been willing to move 
heaven and earth to get necessary supplies 
^pf oil and food. By the same token, how¬ 
ever, the full benefit has not been obtained 
because Rumanian prices have been ad¬ 
vanced- In- the last week or so to cover at 
least a part of thia currency depredation. 
But another deal, under which a German- 
Rumanian company has been formed, to ob¬ 
tain fishing concessions In the Black Sea is 
expected to recompense the Retch far^ Its 
Inability to get normal supplies of fish from 
the Baltic, the Industry there having come to 
a standstill on account of naval mining 
operations. 

Rumania's concern about Soviet action 
ln Bessarabia was real after Stalin had 
helped himself to a large part of Poland. 
King Carol's border troops were recalled as 
soon as the general staff at Buchareat felt 
this former Russian territory could not he 
successfully defended. But Finland’* gallant 
resistance obviously tat proved that Stalin’* 
military machine Is not lnvindble—although, 
of course, It would be foolish fa assume that, 
even wfth tar larger forces, Rumania could

The latest Hears! newspaper to 
be told, merged or suspended Is 
the Atlanta Georgian. This makes 
eight pubHcattons of the once- 
powerful Hearst chain that have 
gone under In a little more than 
two year*. First of the papers 
to fold was the New York Ameri¬ 
can. the favorite child of the Lord 
of San Simeon. It was Heant’s 
first venture ln the east after he 
had acquired the San Francisco 
Examiner from his father In 1886. 

It was ln 1895 that he bought the 
New York Journal, and the 
American became the morning 
edition of that paper. Others 
were disposed of ln rapid aucoee- 1 
alon, beginning with the Ro¬ 
chester Journal, which waa fol¬ 
lowed by the Pittsburgh P°*t- l 
Gazette, the Omaha Bee-News, the 
Milwaukee News and the Syra¬ 
cuse Journal. Recently the Chi¬ 
cago Herald and Examiner was 
closed and ifow the Atjanta Geor¬ 
gian has been sold.

NO PORK BARREL IN THIS 

From Woodstock Sentinel-Review 

The Dominion government has 
undertaken to pay dollar for dol¬ 
lar with the province of Quebec 
toward cost of replacing millions 
of buckets used In the maple 
products Industry’. For this pur¬ 
pose the Dominion ha* promised 
8300.000 and the province has ear 
marked 8300,000 at the present 
time. The Toronto Telegram re¬ 
gard* It at nothing leas than pro¬ 
vidential that the sad state of 
Quebec’s maple sugar buckets 
should have been discovered when 
a Liberal government had auc- 
ceded the late lamented regime 
of M. Duplesais. who com plai n ed 
that he found It difficult to get 
anything out of Ottawa. As a 
matter of fact, It wa* discovered 
long before the change of govern¬ 
ment. The United States govern¬ 
ment, under pure food regula¬ 
tions, ruled against importation 
of maple products from Quebec 
because the hucketa ln use con¬ 
tain lead. Quebec does nearly all 
the exporting of Canadian maple 
products, which go almost en¬ 
tirely to the United State*, and 
exports of maple sugar alone are 
valued at 81.609.000. more or lees, 
annually. So the trade la worth 
saving; decision waa reached to 
replace buckets with aluminum 
containers, and it could only be 
done in a hurry by government 
assistance. Announcement of the 
plan was made months ago.

The Foreign Exchange Control ] 
Board at Ottawa today advised 
tte British Columbia Govern ] 
ment Travel Bureau that people' 
dealing with tourlata from the; 
United Sutra and otter countries 
this year should be sure lo allow L 
them tte prevailing exchange! 
rate for their currency. 

Robert H. Tarr, assistant sec ; 
retary, in a letter to J. Gordon 
Smith, bureau director, says tte 
board has received complaints 
irom American tourlata that they 
have not teen allowed tte offl 
dal premium on their United I 
SUtei funds. 

"From tte point of view of en¬ 
couraging tte tourist business it 
is essential that tte official rates ] 
of exchange te used by all per j 
sons dealing with tourisU and 
. the foreign exchange control 
board Is accordingly requiring 
that the offldal rates te ob¬ 
served in all cases," 4he letter 
said. 

Mr. Tarr drew attention to a 
regulation of tte board provid¬ 
ing that persons dealing with 

tourists may buy. or take as pay¬ 
ment for service up to 8500 (Can¬ 
adian > worth of foreign currency 
as long as they re sell It to anj 
authorized dealer within 10 days I 
No one is allowed to hold more | 
than 81.000 (Canadian) worth of; 
foreign currency, without special 
permit. ..._1 

Foreign currency applies to I 
.cheques, money orders, bank 1 
i drafts and otter almiUr instru- ] 

] ments besides cash. 

The board has also ruled that 
1 tourists do not have to accept 
CanadUn currency in change it' 
they do not wish It. They can j 
demand change in their own 

! funds. . „ 

The present exchange rate for 
buying United States funds is 10 
I per cent on banknotes and otter, 
paper instruments and 7 per t* 01 
on silver, it is noted. This Is I 
subject to change. 

On small purchases for silver: 
It is not expected exchange 
should be paid unless a tourist 
demands it. Copper coins will be 
taken at par. 

Tte official rate for buying 
British sterling is 84.43 to tte 
pound and there is no prescribed 
rate on English silver coins. The 
rate for these can be obtained 
from banks.

NewLi^Roads 

For lip-island 

New logging roads will be built 
on the east const of Vancouver 
Island to serve the area where 
the Canadian Robert Dollar Com¬ 
pany haa purchased 1,000,000flOO 
feet of Handing timber for S2,- 
000.000, aa a nn o un c e d yesterday 
In Vancouver by Harry Dollar. 

The area Is about three miles 
from tidewater and extend* from 
near Nanaimo to Nanooae Bay. 
The Aral of the new roads, about 
four miles long, will be built early 
In th* spring. 

The Umber was purchased 
frrm the Alworth timber inter¬ 
ests of Duluth, Minn., and was 
the largest Vancouver Island tim¬ 
ber deal since the K R. Mac¬ 
Millan Exporting Company Lim¬ 
ited purchased a tract near Al- 
beral Canal, on the west coast, 
for >1000,000 four years ago. 

Dollar said his company plana 
lo develop the new holding! by 
truck logging. Log* will be 
hauled by truck to salt wafer,< 
where they will be formed Into 
booms and towed to the com¬ 
pany's mlU at DoUarton, on Bur- 
rard Inlet, about eight mile* 
northeast of Vancouver. 

Exactly how many own will be 
employed in the new logging 
operations is not definitely 
known. .but it Is estimated It will 
probably be about 100. depending 
on the demand for timber and 
Other conditions. 

In previous years the Dollar 
| company operated logging camps 
i at Deep Bay. about 40 miles 
north of Nanaimo, but since 1933 
has been purchasing logs In the 
open market. 

The TnlUr mill has a capacity 
of about 7,000.000 feet per month, 
but production has Men some¬ 
what curtailed in recent weeks, 
owing to a shortage of ships for 
i United Kingdom business. 

Allies Reject 
Americas Zone 

LONDON (CP) — The Dally 
i Mail predicted editorially today 
that Adolf Hitler would jump at 
a chance to accept a 300-mile 
“safety zone" around the Ameri¬ 
cas as proposed by the Pan- 
American Conference. 

Commenting on Great Britain's 
refusal to recognise the zone as 
outlined at present, the paper 
said such a “safety heir around 
the American continents would 
be a life belt for Hi tier-that la 
the British reply to the Pan- 
American protest against lnfrlng- 
ment of the belt 
■“It Is questionable whether 
such a zone can be legally de¬ 
clared. The first condition—aa 
In the case of a blockade—would 
be the possession of means to 
enforce it," the paper pointed 
out. "And of course, the Ameri¬ 
can countries could not possibly 
maintain an effective patrol over 
so vast an area. 

The protest arose over the 
battle of the River Plata. That 
action clearly broke the peace 
of the “safety belt,’ but it fol¬ 
lowed the sinking of the Graf 
Spee of British merchant vessels 
well within the 300-mlle limit. Is 
Britain to hand her naval super¬ 
iority over to Hitler on a plate?" 

“Clearly, she cannot throw 
away a weapon without which she 
could not win the war. So 
argues the British note— un¬ 
answerable, the Americana may I 
well think.

The committee, constating of 
seven experts named by the Pan- 
American Union governing board, 
had for consideration at its closed 
session today the following pro¬ 
posals to enforce the zone: 

L An agreement of the repub¬ 
lics to prevent belligerent war¬ 
ships from obtaining supplies or 
making ship repairs In Pan- 
American ports after they have 
committed acta of war Inside the 
lone.- --- - 

3. An sgreement to prevent 
merchant ships from taking sup¬ 
plies from Pan-American ports to 
belligerent ships Inside the zone. 

3. An accord to ban submarines 
from entering Pan-American har¬ 
bors. 

4. Co-ordination of Interpreta¬ 
tions of international law relating 
to neutrality into a Pan-American 
neutrality code.
